It
would provide this territory with a
new express service beginning at 150th
Street and running the full distance
«outh to Fourteenth Street.

Cost by Section«
The estimated co«t of the Eighth

Avanue Line by sections would bet fa)
$12.000.000. (b) $7.500,000. (c) $24.000.-
000 und id) $2fi.0O0,000; a total of
$6*,600,000. This would represent ap¬
proximately one-third of the coat of
the entité five-year building program
the commission hat in view, which wan

tated In May to be for construction
alone $218.000,000. Section« a and b
of the prop«>s«d now line would require
a little ever »hree year» to build and
Sections c and d four years.
The commission points out that the

new line coupled with the proposed ex¬

tension of the B. K T. Hrr-adway route
up rentrai Park West and through
156th Street. St Nicholas Avenue to

lS8th Street, would give an exceptional
degree of relief to Washington Heights
and provide a jteat impetus for the
future dovalopr . t of that section.
Point» of «transfer would bo provided
between the projected B. K. T. exten¬
sion and both the new Eighth Avenue
line and the existing Broadway »ub¬
way, »o that the passenger from Wash¬
ington Height« would have a choie« of
three route» »outh. any one of which
ha would be able to take for a »ingle
five-eent faro.

ITnder th<> provision» of the Rapid
Transit act the Board of Estimate is
required to fix date« for public henr-
ing upon any new route or route» sub¬
mitted by the Transit Commission
within ten days of their presentation
and it mutt act finally upon the ques-
tion of approval of such routes within
sixty days. As the routes submitted
by the commission aro presentad at
to-day's meeting of the Board of Esti¬
mate the first hearing 'giren by the
board upon the line proposed must be
set some day before December 26.
